Fishers hopes talented chefs grow at the Yard

A drumbeat of announcements 
about restaurants moving to the Yard at 
Fishers District has so far overshad- 
owed what was intended as the main at- 
traction for the entire project: the culi- 
nary incubator. 

That should soon be changing. Fish- 
ers has hired a consultant to map out 
what the 3,000-square-foot foodie lab- 
oratory set to open by fall 2019 will look 
like. 

The blueprint calls for a rotating ros- 
ter of aspiring local chefs who will si- 


multaneously offer menus in a large hall 
with a shared dining space for 350 peo- 
ple. The chefs will stay on for 12 to 18 
months — though their menus could 
change — and some will take business 
classes overseen by John Wechsler, co- 
founder of the Fishers co-working space 
Launch Fishers. A sprinkling of more 
established chefs testing out new ideas 
could be in the mix, too. 

After their stints, it is hoped that the 
startup chefs are equipped with the 
business tools to open their own restau- 
rants, preferably in Fishers and else- 
where in Hamilton County. 

“The course curriculum will include 
real estate, overhead and things not so 


food-related,” Fishers Mayor Scott 
Fadness said. 

The hall will also include a “chef’s 
table,” or small kitchen, that will host 
cooking classes, demonstrations and 
special events in which diners are 
served personally by chefs.

Ruling: 
Turn over 
Trump 
emails 


Holcomb’s office ordered 
to release Carrier files

A Marion County judge ordered 
Gov. Eric Holeomb’s office to turn over 
emails between then-Gov. Mike Pence 
and President-elect Donald Trump 
about retaining jobs in Indianapolis 
after an announced move to Mexico by 
Carrier Corp. 

In a ruling this week, Superior Court 
Judge Heather Welch gave the gover- 
nor 30 days to deliver the documents 
to the Citizens Action Coalition of Indi- 
ana. The nonprofit first requested the 
Carrier documents in December 2016. 

The CAC’s complaint alleged “viola- 
tions of the Indiana Access to Public 
Records Act” in the withholding of the 
documents. 

In a statement to the media, Kerwin 
Olson, CAC’s executive director, called 
Welch’s order one of the most signifi- 
cant judicial rulings on governmental 
transparency ever issued in Indiana. 

The ruling, Olson said, reinforces 
the idea that “government is the ser- 
vant of the people, not vice versa, and 
that all Hoosiers are entitled to full and 
complete information regarding the 
affairs of their state government.” 

Rachel Hoffmeyer, Holcomb’s press 
secretary, said in an email to IndyStar, 
that the governor’s office “values 
transparent government and will fol- 
low the law.” 

Hoffmeyer said Holcomb’s office 
has offered to work with the CAC in an 
effort to narrow its request for records.
